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Fugitive Venezuela 
opposition leader 
surrenders at rally 


CARACAS (AFP) - Fugitive 
Venezuelan opposition leader 
Leopoldo Lopez calmly 
turned himself in to authori¬ 
ties Tuesday at a tumultuous 
rally in Caracas as his fol¬ 
lowers shouted "Freedom! 
Freedom!" 

The government of Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Madura had 
banned the opposition march 
after Lopez said he would 
use it to surrender, ringing 
the plaza with police and na¬ 
tional guard anti-riot troops. 

The surrender marked a 
dramatic inflection point 
after two tension-filled 
weeks of protests in the oil- 
rich country, led by students 
angry over rampant crime, 
deteriorating living condi¬ 
tions and jaiimgs of demon¬ 
strators 

Maduro last week ordered 
Lopez's arrest on charges of 
homicide and inciting vio¬ 
lence after violent street 
clashes in Caracas left three 
dead 

Defying a ban, thousands 
of Lopez's supporters turned 


out dressed in white at the 
Pl aza Bn on after he called 
the march in a video message 
on Sunday, pledging to turn 
himself m if the government 
sought to arrest him. 

Lopez, also in white, sud¬ 
denly emerged in the crowd, 
climbing a statue of Cuban 
independence hero Jose 
Marti with a Venezuelan Hag. 
After delivering a bnef mes¬ 
sage to his cheering support¬ 
ers, he surrendered to the 
National Guard. 

"1 present myself before 
an unjust justice, before a 
corrupt justice," said the 42- 
year-old Harvard-educated 
economist 

"If my incarceration 
serves to wake up a people... 
my infamous incarceration 
will have been worth it," he 
said to an explosion of cheers 
from the crowd 

He calmly walked under 
escort to a National Guard 
vehicle as his supporters 
pressed m around the vein cl e, 
blacking its path.

Under the slogan "the 
exit," Lopez and other oppo¬ 
site on leaders have pushed for 
anti - g Dvernment sire et 
protests to force a "constitu¬ 
tional change."

Iran, world pow ers on long road to 
final nuclear deal 


VIENNA (AFP) - Nuclear 
talks between Iran and world 
p □ wers entered new tern t ory 
Tuesday as negotiators em¬ 
barked on what both sides 
predicted will be a long and 
difficult path towards a last¬ 
ing deal. 

The aimed-for historic ac¬ 
cord would essentially let 
Iran retain its civilian nuclear 
programme, but on a modest 
scale and with enough over¬ 
sight to make developing 
atomic weapons all but im¬ 
possible. 

Success could lead to 
Tehran and Washington nor¬ 
malising relations after a 35- 
year chill and could even 
bear fruit in other areas, such 
as Syna. 

But failure might lead to 
conflict. 

The scheduled three-day 
meeting in Vienna between 


Iran, the United States, 
China, Russia, Britain, 
France and Germany fallows 
an interim deal struck in 
Geneva in November that 
they now want to transform 
into a permanent agreement. 

Iran's supreme leader Ay¬ 
atollah All Khamenei, who 
Tuesday took to Twitter to 
denounce nuclear weapons, 
set a cautious tone Monday 
when he said this effort 
would "go nowhere" but that 
he was not against trying 

"It is probably as likely 
that we won’t get an agree¬ 
ment as it is that we will," 
said one senior US adminis¬ 
tration official 

"But these negotiations 
are the best chance we have 
ever had" 

Iranian Foreign Minister 
Mohammad Javad Zarif was 
more upbeat, saying late 


Tuesday that a deal was "to¬ 
tally achievable" but needed 
"some innovation and same 
forward thinking". 

On Tuesday the parties 
held two plenary sessions as 
well as several bilateral meet¬ 
ings, including a "produc- 
tiv e" 8 0 -minute one b etwe en 
the Iranian and US delega¬ 
tions, a senior US State De¬ 
partment official said 

A spokesman for the 
world powers' lead negotia¬ 
tor, EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton, said the 
aim of tins Vienna round was 
a "workable framework to fa¬ 
cilitate these negotiations" 
Iran has long been sus¬ 
pected of seeking atomic 
weapons, despite its denials, 
and the US and Israel -- the 
latter assumed to have a large 
atomic arsenal itself -- have 
never ruled out military ac¬

UNICEF 
calls for 
release 
of Homs 
children 

GENEVA (AFP) - Syria must 
free dozens of children held in 
an interrogation centre after 
they were evacuated from 
rebel-held parts of the city of 
Homs, the UN children's 
agency said oil Tuesday. 

"As of today, there are 5 b 
children at tire facility, includ¬ 
ing 34 boys between (ages) 15 
and 13, 10 boys under 15, and 
12 girls below 13," said Mar- 
ixi e Mercado, spokeswoman 
for UNICEF. 

"Most of tire children under 
15 and the girls are there with 
their families because their fa¬ 
thers or brothers are still being 
processed," she told reporters 

But tire group also included 
two unaccompanied children, 
one of them a seven-year-old 
girl whose family was still nr 
Hams, and tire other a teenage 
bay whose parents were in 
Lebanon but who had relatives 
nr Homs. 

"UNICEF is advocating for 
the expedited release of all re¬ 
maining children," Mercado 
said 

Under government seige 
since June 2012 and surviving 
on the barest af supplies, resi¬ 
dents of parts of Homs held by 
opposition fighters have grad¬ 
ually been evacuated since 
February 7. 

Tire operation took place 
after a UN-brokered truce in 
tire city, which has been a hub 
of the revolt against tire regime 
of President Bashar al-Assad. 

A total of 1,417 people have 
so far made it out af the Old 
City of Homs, a rebel bastion

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Ukraine police storm protest camp after eight die in clashes 


KIEV (AFP) - Protesters 
hurled Molotov cocktails as 
Ukrainian not police firing 
stun grenades and water can¬ 
non stormed the main anti- 
gov eminent protest camp 
Tuesday, after the bloodiest 
day of protests left at least 
eight people dead and trig¬ 
gered international alarm. 

Police broke through barri¬ 
cades with armoured vehi¬ 
cles, but faced thousands of' 
protesters armed with stones, 
fire’works and petrol bombs 
who had refused to obey an 
ultimatum to evacuate Kiev's 
iconic Independence Square 


Th e Euro p ean Uni on. 
United States and United Na¬ 
tions were among the interna¬ 
tional voices calling for calm 
as recent signs of reconcilia¬ 
tion rapidly deteriorated into 
the deadliest day in nearly 
three months of protests 
aimed at bringing down the 
government of President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych. 

Russia warned of a “civil 
war" it said was stoked by 
West era inter feren c e 

Earlier, opposition leader 
Vitali Klitschko had called on 
women and children to quit 
the encampment ahead of a 


police deadline calling for 
calm to be restored before 
£5:0 Opm 

But some 25,000 people 
stood their ground as police 
with megaphones declared 
the launch of an "anti-terrorist 
op erati on", r ai rung do wn t ear 
gas and stun grenades on the 
protesters, while a second line 
of police armed with Kalash¬ 
nikov rifles advanced slowly 
into the camp. 

The attack came at the end 
of a day of fighting that, had 
left at least five civilians and 
three policemen dead, and 
turned central Kiev into a war 


zone. 

Protesters had seized back 
control of Kiev's city hall, with 
around 30 activists settingup a 
first aid point inside the build¬ 
ing, which the opposition had 
left, an Sunday as part of an 
amnesty deal with the authori¬ 
ties. 

They also briefly seized 
Yanokuvych's party head¬ 
quarters, AFP reporters said, 
after several hundred attacked 
it with petrol bombs and 
smashed their way inside be¬ 
fore retreating as smoke bil¬ 
lowed from the windows.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Social 
contact and regular exercise 
are key to aging well and liv¬ 
ing a longer life, according to 
newly presented research. 

In fact, feeling extremely 
lonely can increase an older 
person's chances of premature 
death by 14 percent, an impact 
nearly as strong as that of a 
disadvantaged socioeconomic 
status, according to John Ca- 
cioppa, psychology professor 
at the University o f Cine ago. 

He noted that a meta-analy¬ 
sis of several studies published 
in CO 10 showed that social iso¬ 
lation had twice the impact on 
the risk of death as obesity 

C a ci o pp o pres ent ed the 
findings Sunday at an annual 
conference in Chicago of the 
American Association far the 


Advancement of Science 
The research carried out on 
a group of 20,000 people re¬ 
vealed adverse health effects 
of feeling atone, including 
sleep problems, high blood 
pressure, unpaired immune 
cells and depression. 

Often, loneliness is accom- 
p amed by a sedentary lifestyle, 
win eh c an si gm ft cantly 
weaken one's health. 

Simple exercise such as 
walking regularly at a good 
pace can't just cut the risk of 
cardiovascular and 

Alzheimer's disease fay 5fl per¬ 
cent -- it can also clearly slow 
down die normal aging process 
of an older person's brain, Kirk 
Erickson of the University of 
Pittsburgh told AFP 

At the conference, the assis¬ 


tant professor of psychology 
presented new details of a 
study published in 2011 that 
involved 120 people aged 65 
and older 

With age, the brain shrinks, 
lie said Physical activity, how¬ 
ever, helps improve its overall 
functioning and, m particular, 
increases the volume of the 
hippocampus by 2 percent, 
which reverses cerebral aging 
by one to two years and boosts 
mental capacities 

"For one, tins research has 
demonstrated the brain re- 
mams in ghly m o di fi abl e 1 ate in 
adulthood," Erickson said. 

What's more, it's apparently 
not necessary to do a lot of ex¬ 
ercise to get that result — a 
“modest amount" is all it takes, 
lie said 


'Game changing* 
Japan stem-cell 
study questioned 
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TOKYO (AFP) - A Japanese 
research institute Tuesday said 
it was probing its own study 
that promised a game changer' 
way to create stem cells, a feat 
hailed as revolutionary for die 
fast-developing field 

The findings, published by 
Japanese researcher Haruko 
Obokata and American part¬ 
ners m a January edition of the 
British journal Nature, out¬ 
lined a simple and low-tech 
approach in the quest to grow 
transplant ti s sue m the 1 ab 

But the national institute 
Riken said Tuesday it had 
stalled an investigation over 
" que sti oils" ab out the m eth o d- 
ology and input data of the 
study appointing several in- 
house and outside experts to 
pore over the revolutionary re¬ 
port. Ob okata works for the in¬ 
stitute. 

At issue are allegations that 
the researchers used erroneous 
image data for the high-profile 
article, local media reported. 

“The experts have already 
stalled hearings for the re¬ 
searchers involved in the arti¬ 
cles," an institute spokesman 
said Tuesday, but declined to 
give further details. 

But for die moment the in¬ 


stitute is standing by the results 
-- a spokesman insisted the 
"findings themselves are unas¬ 
sailable " 

Stem cells are primitive 
cells that, as they grow, differ¬ 
entiate into the various spe¬ 
cialised cells that make up the 
different organs -- the brain, 
the heart, kidney and soon 

The goal is to create stem 
cells m the lab and nudge them 
to grow into these differenti¬ 
ated cells, thus replenishing or¬ 
gans damaged by disease or 
accident 

The researchers' ground¬ 
breaking findings said that

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
AT&T said Tuesday that a se¬ 
cret! vs US court ordered data 
turned over from more than 
35,000 customers in six 
months as die telecom giant re¬ 
leased its first "transparency 
rep ort. “ 

AT&T joined other telecom 
and Internet firms in releasing 
broad ranges of numbers fol¬ 
lowing an agreement with au¬ 
thorities aimed at providing 
the public with more informa¬ 
tion on US data collection for 
national security investiga¬ 
tions 



The transparency report, 
covering the first six months 
of 3013, said AT&T received 
between zero and 999 re¬ 
quests for customer content 
under the Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Act affecting be¬ 
tween 35,000 and 35,999 ac¬ 
counts. 

Under a separate listing, it 
said “non-content" data, 
winch could be merely the 
user's identity, affected be¬ 
tween zero and 999 accounts. 

Hie company also received 
between 3,000 and 3,999 "na¬ 
tional security letters - — 
winch are generally FBI re¬ 
quests m terrorism investiga¬ 
tions without a court order -- 
affecting between 4,000 and 
4,999 accounts. 


'We take our responsibility 
to protect your information 
and privacy very seriously, 
and we pledge to continue tD 
do so to the fullest extent pos¬ 
sible and always m compli¬ 
ance with the law of the 
country where the relevant 
service is provided," AT&T 
said m a statement with the re¬ 
port. 

“Like all companies, we 
must provide information to 
government and law enforce¬ 
ment agencies So comply with 
court orders, subpoenas, law¬ 
ful discovery requests and 
Dtlier legal requirements We 
ensure that these requests are 
valid and that our responses 
comply with tiie law and our 
own policies." 


US authorities, facing legal 
challenges and a public cam¬ 
paign for more transparency, 
agreed last month to allow 
some information on national 
security requests but only in 
broad ranges, and with a six- 
month delay 

The deal came in response 
to pressure from the tech sec¬ 
tor following leaked National

Hie waste is dumped 3,150 
feet (655 meters) underground 
m di spa sal rooms excavated in 
an ancient stable salt forma¬ 
tion 


No employees were under¬ 
ground when the continuous 
air monitor at WIPP near 
Carlsbad, New Mexico de¬ 
tected underground radiation 
at 11:30 pm Friday (0630 
GMT Saturday), an agency 
statement said 
It said no staffer was found 
to be contaminated by the ra¬ 
diation 

Employees on the surface 
were told to shelter in place as 
a precautionary measure and 
were cleared to leave the site 
The agency stressed that 
"no contamination has been 
found on any equipment, per¬ 
sonnel or facilities." 

As so on as the anb ome ra- 
diahon was detected under¬ 
ground at the site WIPP's 
ventilation system automati¬ 
cally switched to filtration 


mode m order to prevent an 
exchange with the surface 

Investigators have not yet 
identified the source of the ra¬ 
diation but WIPP said the 
site's system of air monitors 
and protective filtration system 
"continue to function as de¬ 
signed ■ 

The site was shut down and 
not performing active opera¬ 
tions at the time, according to

Earlier this month, an under¬ 
ground blaze prompted the 
evacuation of a different part 
of the site, after a truck hauling 
salt caught fire Several work¬ 
ers suffered smoke inhalation.

British insurers

LONDON (AFP) - Insurance 
chiefs were called m for talks 
with the British government 
on Tuesday about payouts 
over the widespread flooding 
that has left thousands of 
homes submerged, annd signs 
that bills could run into hun¬ 
dreds of millions of pounds 
River levels are expected to 
fall gradually this week, 
though the misery is unlikely 
to end any time soon for the 
towns and villages affected 
With groundwater levels 
high after the wettest January 
since 1766 in southern Eng¬ 
land, it could take several 
weeks for water to drain away 
from flooded land 
Insurance industry chiefs 
held a first monthly meeting 
with floods minister Dan 
Rogers on at the Cabinet Of¬ 
fice ministry in London 
Insurers have paid out £.14 
million ($23 million, 17 mil¬ 
lion euros) since December in 
emergency claims, typically 


between £500 and £3,000 

A further £24 million has 
been paid out for emergency 
accommodation, according to 
the Association of British In¬ 
surers (ABI) 

Their insurers dealt with 
more than 170,000 claims for 
damage caused between De¬ 
cember 23 and January S Tire 
flooding spread later in Janu- 
aiy 

Insurance firms pledged to 
lo ok at their use of co stly tele¬ 
phone lines for customers call¬ 
ing for help Consumer body 
Which? said claimants were 
o ften running up bills of up to 
41 pence per minute 

Ro gerson said the industry 
had “got the message" on call 
charges 

AE-I director general Otto 
Thoresen said the situation 
was "under control", wfille in¬ 
surers "emphasised the long 
recovery process allead and 
their commitment to helping 
customers" 


US-EU trade talks 'on track' but 
tough hurdles ahead 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
US-EU talks on a transat¬ 
lantic free trade zone are 
moving ahead but still face 
then toughest challenge, 
cutti n g b a ck r e gul at o ry di f- 
ferences, Europe's top ne¬ 
gotiator Karel de Gucht 
said Tuesday. 

Eight months into negoti¬ 
ations on the Transatlantic 
Trade and Investment Part¬ 
nership (TTIP), de Gucht, 
the European Union com¬ 
missioner for trade, said he 
and his US counterpart 
agreed that "things are on 
track." 

"The consequence is that 
the next phase is going to 
be harder going This is 
where real negotiations 
begin," he said. 

De Gucht spent Monday 
and Tuesday in discussions 
with US Trade Representa¬ 
tive Michael Fro man in 
Washington to take stock of 
the TTIP talks, aimed at 
creating what could be the 
world's largest and richest 
free-trade zone. 

Teams of experts from 
both sides have met three 
times since last year, and 
de Gucht said the two sides 
had identified areas of 
agreement, but more so 
marked out their differ¬ 
ences 

"Certainly, the marked- 
out areas are still larger 
than the common ground. 
But we now have a clear 
picture of the whole field,” 
he said 

A key challenge will be 
the haggling overissues on 
labor and the environment, 
where the sides have 
markedly different stan¬ 
dards that, could be tested. 

"We need to make ab¬ 
solutely sure that transat¬ 
lantic trade and investment 
supports, rather than under¬ 
mines, our high standards 
on these sustainable devel¬ 
opment issues We will not 
sacrifice them for commer¬ 
cial gam," said de Gucht. 
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Most d l ffi cult th o u gh 
will be harmonizing regula¬ 
tory differences that ham¬ 
per trade, which go well 
beyond traditional trade is¬ 
sues like tariffs to environ¬ 
mental and health 
protection and involve is¬ 
sues of biology and chem¬ 
istry. 

De Gucht underlined ex¬ 
amples of where tensions 
have already arisen be¬ 
tween the two sides, apart 
from the TTIP talks, and 
where he said EU officials 
would not modify their 
stance: EU restrictions on 
imports of US beef raised 
with growth hormones, and 
on genetically modified or¬ 
ganisms (GMOs) increas¬ 
ingly common in US food 
and food pro ducts. 

"Let me be very dear 
again: we do not even dis¬ 
cuss hormone beef m TTIP 
and we will not at any point 
in our discussions,' 1 de 
Gucht said 

"Why? Because hormone 
beef is prohibited in Eu¬ 
rope, and we do not intend 
to change this And our 
Am e ri c an partners kn a w 
tin s v ery well. “ 

As for GMO foods, he 
said, Europe's extremely 
tight legislative restrictions 
on the products "will have 
to be observed, and nothing 
less.” 

Bath de Gucht and Fro- 
man said they are commit¬ 
ted to fashioning a deal 
despite the political chal¬ 
lenges any pact will face on 
both sides d f the Atlantic

Olympics: Dutch speed skaters seal 
fourth podium sweep in 10,000m

SOCHI (AFP) - Jorrit 
Bergsma took gold in 
the men's 10,000m on 
Tuesday as the 
Netherlands swept 
the speed skating 
podium at the Sochi 
Olympics for the 
fourth time. 

In yet another state¬ 
ment of Dutch domi¬ 
nance, Bergsma 
crossed the fine in a 
new Olympic record 
time of 12min 
44.45s ec, ahead of 
Sven Kramer 

(12:43.02) and Bob de 
Jong (13:07.13) Speed 
skating powerhouse the Netherlands had already dominated the podiums in the men's 
500m,5,000m and women's 1,500m. They have now won 19 of 27 medals up for grabs 
at the Adler Arena, with six gold medals out of nine events so far. Bergsma, 28, skated 
in the penultimate pair and had to watch as Kramer, racing with defending champion 
Lee Seung-Hoon of South Korea, went last. Kramer was on world record pace halfway 
through his race but he faded and had to settle for silver. "It is a fantastic feeling," said 
Bergsma. "I knew with my current shape I could do it, but these are the Olympic 
Games. You have to cope with the pressure and control your nerves. Kramer's silver 
means he now has six Olympic medals - equalling the Dutch record for the Winter 
Games held by ireen Wust and Rintje Ritsma, "Being satisfied with silver is not my 
view on top sport. That is not why I train, that is not why 1 race. I race to win T " said 
Kramer, 27. Bob de Jong is the first male speed skater to win at least one medal at 
four different Olympic Winter Games. Aged 37, he is also the second oldest male speed 
skater to win an Olympic medal and the oldest in 86 years.

ROSA KHUTOR (AFP) - Frenchman PierreVaultier called 
it a miracle after he won Olympic men's snowboard 
cross gold on Tuesday, just two months after a serious 
knee injury almost wrecked his Sochi hopes. The 25- 
year-old tore his cruciate knee ligament in a race in Lake 
Louise, Canada, on December 21. But despite not even 
having an operation on the damaged ligament, Vaultier's 
knee held together through fog, rain and carnage to 
emerge victoriaus in Russia. Russian Nikolay Olyunin 
took silver. American Alex Deibold passed France's 
Paul-Henri de le Rue right at the death to take bronze. 
Crashes were aplenty throughout the competition but 
were not necessarily the reason for the favourites failing 
to progress. Italian snowboarder OmarVisintin suffered 
a fractured hip in the competition. Visintin was leading 
his semi-final atthetimewith winner Pierre Vaultier be¬ 
fore the crash happened. The Italian Ski Federation (Fisi) 
said Visintin would be out of competition for four weeks.
